Pm glad it is going to be you, as you 11 learn# I also want you not to argue 
about me fceying you for your gas and anything else. Pm being paid by the university 
and Pm giving J im 10Q& over my actual expenses of it so he can have it for the court 
expenses. You see it wonftt even come out of me. 

On the way back I* 11 want to talk to you about your doing some of the work Silent 
*loyd has be^n doing. There is a real impossible but very real situation with the new 
House committee. They have become, in secret, fasoiatic with us. They are arrogant, 
insufferable, stupid and crasy with it. Jim has had all but the initial dealings with 
them. I do not question anything J im has d&id except maybe bad as is hi a representation 
the actuality is probably worse. 

Tou can do what x have in mind. If Lila wants to do it with you, great. 

They plotted the Imxut incredible, that they would get Jim to get Ray to o/i gn 
an open-ended release so they could question Foreman without * regard to Ray’s 
rights. 0±m was uneasy about this. I v/as not. I told him to tell them to practise 
delf -gratification. I also suggested that he call Ray and cue him in and tell him to 
refuse to have anything to do with them or to sign anything. These scum were actually 
under Sprague f s orders to go arouhd Jim, to go to the Jail, ask to see him and try to 
intimidate him Into signing this release.

I will want a copy hand-deli Wared to each 
Member of the committee as soon as possible after Jim and I are back. Also to at least 
one other. 

If they do not hear me I’ll think of holding a press conference, if it seems 
like the thing to do.But I think it is possible that some of them will want to 
k^ow a ll , espec ia l l y the black Members. Imagine— Sprague actually thinks he can find out 
who killed K i ng from the man who made it impossible, the man who to it tliat our 
system of justice wqs aborted. On this, if 3he is back:, I have highest ho pea for li r 3 . 

Burke. Next Stokes. And I have no doubt at all about you being able to do it.
